BRYAN’S CLOSED EYES AND EARS. 

Tn his interview Saturday asserting again that he and his 
party stand where they stood in 1896 and 1900, Mr. Bryan 
asked: 

“Do you know of a single man, who favored the adoption 
of the platform in 1900, who would vote against its reaffirma- 
tion this year?” 

If Mr. Bryan does not know of a single man who would do 
this he has kept his eyes and ears, as well as his mind, closed. 
There are thousands of Democrats in the West who were 
enthusiasts in their devotion to the Bryan platform in 1806 and 
1900, who would vote against its reaffirmation this year, and 
who want Mr. Bryan to cease his efforts to run the Demo- 
eratic party; they want him to realize that it would be becom- 
ing in him as a twice-defeated candidate to retire from the 
party counsels and permit the party organization to harmonize 
its platform with the will of the voters. 

The canvass of national and state committeemen and of 
Democratic newspaper editors by the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World shows an overwhelming majority against the re- 
affirmation of the Kansas City platform. Of 36 replies from 
all parts of the country, 30 opposed and only six favored re- 
affirmation. Of. 169 Democratic members of Congress 162 
oppose and only seven favor reaffirmation. 

The Missouri Democracy led the movement which resulted in 
the nomination of Mr. Bryan. The free silver campaign was 
organized in Missouri under the direction of Bland, with the 
aid of Stone and other aspirants for Democratic leadership. 
The enthusiasm for Bryan was perhaps more intense and 
widespread in Missouri than in any other state. Bryanism was 
almost a religion among Missouri Democrats. But a great 
change has occurred in the sentiment of Missouri Democrats. 
Thousands of his former ardent supporters have fallen away 
from his political hobbies and oppose his assumed dictatorship. 
An overwhelming majority of the Democrats of the state, while 
still admiring the excellent qualities of Mr. Bryan’s mind and 
heart, would profoundly regret to see the differences in the 
party revived and have no desire to reaffirm the repudiated 
platforms of 1896 and 1900. Although most of them are not. 
im accord with the extreme conservatism of the eastern Dem- 
ocrate and are inclined to protest against eastern domination, 
yet they earnestly desire party harmony and resent attempts 
to renew factional animosities. The expressions of the lead- 
ers and organs of the party in the state leave no doubt of this 
attitude of the rank and file.

RESTRAINING INEBRIETY. 


The elaborate devices for the restraint of 
inebriety which were put into operation in 
London about a year ago have not all 
proved to be workable. The licensing act, 
which made a great stir, provided for a 
diacklist for habitual drunkards. Persons 
twice convicted of drunkenness forfeited 
for three years the privilege of buying 
drinks in the district where they lived. 
Photographs of them were furnished to the 
bafkeepers of the district, who were for- 
bidden to sell drinks to such blacklisted 
persons under penalty of forfeiting thelr 
licenses. jAnother section of the act pro- 
vided for ordering drunkards to homes for 
inebriates, but this section the Lord Chief 
Justice found to be bad law. The blacklist 
scheme broke down of its own weight. 
More delinquents were blacklisted in Lon- 
don than the barkeepsrs could possibly re- 
member, and exceeders who were black- 
listed in one district found no trouble in 
getting drinks in another. One saloon- 
keeper in theg§trand reported that the po- 
lice had furnished him with photographs of 
573 persons to whom he was forbidden to 
sell liquor. The lists grew so long that the 
police stopped adding to them.
